The Edueation of Mr. 


OW, said the Chairman, “is there any new 
business” 


ist Com. It it please the chair, | should 
like to call attention to our recent rule which 
provides that the regular news agencies — shall 
withhold trom their leased wires the results of all 
races, except the last, for a period of 1434 minutes 
alter the race has been run. It appears that, since 
we adopted this admirable regulation of A in 
order to control B, the wire service tor bookmakers 
has lurther increased its efliciency, to the extent 
that handbooks are now receiving the results of 
races in about 81 minutes, on the average. 


Now, the point | wish to make is this. When 
we had a delay of 20 minutes in the release ot re- 
sults to the legitimate press, it took the handbooks 
something like 12Yg minutes, in round numbers, 
to receive the results. In order to approach nearer 
to an cquality between the legitimate and the 
legitimate—a motive which L approve il we are to 
join Dick Tracy in impressing upon our children, 
the citizens of tomorrow, gentlemen, that crime 
does not pay—we have reduced, by gradual stages, 
the required delay in newspaper reports from 20 
minutes to 1434 minutes. 

May I point out that, as we have reduced this 
time for the reports to legitimate purveyors of 
news, the clandestine reports to handbooks also 
have gained in speed of delivery. Is it not clear, 
therelore, that we have proceeded in the wrong 
direction? It appears to me, after careful reflection 
and consultation with a statistician, that the better 
method of slowing up results to the handbooks 
would be through a greater slowing up of results 
to newspapers. | suggest that we delay the news- 
paper outlets by 30 minutes. “Phis would tend to 
take some of the competitive heat off the hand- 
books, so that perhaps they would not receive re- 
sults until 10 or 12 minutes after the race. 


2nd Com, Or maybe if we held up the results 
for six hours, the service tor the handbooks would 
become lethargic and not deliver the required in- 


formation in less than 25 minutes. 


Chair. It is clear that we must revise our 
control of A in one direction or the other. If we 
fail to do so, it will appear to the rabble that we

have weakened in our solicitous efforts to impede 
the progress of B. What do you think, Mr. Snod- 
grassy 

3rd Com. Perhaps I am too new in this busi- 
ness to understand the situation perfectly, gentle- 
men, but I note that law-makers and rule-makers, 
from Congress on up to the racing commissions, 
appear to consider it unethical to shoot directly 
at a target. If they wish to kill a snake on Miami 
Beach, they throw a rock in the general direction 
of Biloxi. If they wish to play a joke on B, they 
put a hotfoot on A. No doubt I shall be able 
to follow you when I have had further experience 
and enlightenment. 

Ist Com. Yhe dynamics of the situation, sir, 
are easy to grasp. In this case, B, the wire service 
to the handbooks, is illegitimate, and therefore not 
subject to our control. But we are expected to do 
something. Hence we must control A. 

3rd Com. 1 see. A sort of symbolism. Like 
kicking your grandmother in the shin when some- 
body else has broken your nose.

Not too many Aprils ago, a great Thor- 
oughbred named Blockade won the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup for the third straight year 
and thereby retired the challenge trophy. 
With no new trophy in sight, the Hunt 
Cup committee met to discuss the situa- 
tion. The matter of offering cash prizes to 
attract out-of-State horses was brought up. 
Virginia, after all. offered 

purses, and so did other states.

The discussion ended somewhat abrupt- 
ly, however. when a mustachioed Peter 
Arno type hoisted his eyebrows and said,

That, as it happens, is the way most 
Marylanders feel about the Hunt Cup, 
and it seems likely that this fearsome test 
of horse and crider will remain what it 
is—a purely amateur affair in which there 
are no rewards other than honor and_ pos- 
session for a year of “a tankard of Eng- 
lish design valued at $100.” 

A four-mile grind over natural farm 
lands and 22 of the most terrible timber 
fences in the world, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup is staged the last Saturday of every 
April in the Worthington Valley, north- 
west of Baltimore. Except for a war-time 
interruption of three years, it has been 
run every spring since 1894,

it appears thoroughly unreasénable.” 

But when you get down to it, in this 
race one jump is as bad as another, be- 
cause a single mistake can be your last. 

The average American sports fan knows 
little about the Hunt Cup, if indeed he 
has heard of it at all. [t seems strange. for 
here is a spectacle of beauty and danger 
and true sport, unmatched in America. 
staged in a natural setting of surpassing 
charm. 

The Worthington Valley is long and 
elliptical. with a gently rolling floor. The 
which — usually about 
20.000. stands on a hillside and watches 
the unfold before it. There is ne 
stretching or craning (refreshing to one

who has tried to see at least a part of a 
Kentucky Derby). since one vantage point 
is as good as another. 

The air is laden with spring scents. Vio- 
lets and dogwood abound. framed in a 
background of brilliant green. You won- 
der, as you stand there on the hillside. 
whether those around you have been drawn 
to the event by the loveliness of its  set- 
ting or the danger inherent in the race 
itself. Death and beauty, taken separately, 
are compelling attractions, but combined. 
as they sometimes are in the Hunt Cup. 
they are—well. irresistible. 


HISTORY. The Hunt Cup is an out- 
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growth of what was—and is—known in 
Maryland as a “pounding race.” a wild 
competition in which riders were not as 
concerned with out-galloping the opposi- 
tion as they were with knocking it down. 

Friends would be out for a quiet hack 
cross-country, when one of the riders 
would suggest a chase back home. What 
horseman worthy of the name could re- 
fuse? There would ensue a game of fol- 
low-the-leader in which the rider on top 
would try to dare down those behind by 
sending his horse straight at the stiffest 
panel in a high board fence, a stone wall. 
or anything else with a top on it. This 
was the pounding race, and it became a 
Maryland institution. 

From this informal daredeviltry devel- 
oped country race meetings and timber 
races over prescribed courses. 

In 1894, the members of the Elkridge 
Hunt Club, who wore pink coats and rode 
dock-tailed hunters behind imported 
hounds, challenged the Green Spring 
Hunt Club to a cross-country race. The 
Green Spring lads were not quite as 
swank, but their way of keeping up with 
the hounds atoned for their lack of style. 

As one contemporary observer wrote, 
“No one can help admiring the earnest 
love of sport that prompts a man to hunt 
in a pair of rubber boots on a long-tailed 
horse.” 

Anyway, the Elkridgers put up a cup. 
set the conditions, and the race was run. 
Since that time, the Hunt Cup commit- 
tees have steadfastly refused to soften the 
course by putting wings on the jumps or 
altering the route. Likewise they have 
politely declined generous offers to doll 
up the course by planting hedges here 
and there. In short. the idea behind the 
Hunt Cup is to run a race under the most 
rugged and yet most natural conditions 
possible. 

While the race originated as a test for 
hunters. most of which had some cold 
blood in them, the pace in the past couple 
of decades has become too fast for any- 
thing but a Thoroughbred to keep up. 
Many Hunt Cup horses of this era have 
at one time or another raced on the flat. 


MISHAPS. The Hunt Cup has produced 
some truly memorable mishaps.°One year, 
for example. T. D. Whistler rode his wife’s 
horse Kingsbury, which the night before 
the race had been stabled near the course. 
Halfway through the race. as he neared 
the road which led to the barn, Kingsbury 
stopped in his tracks, reared and bolted 
up the side road with the bit in his teeth. 
Arriving at the barn, he threw his rider 
upon the threshing room floor. 

Whistler, who hit the floor with reins 
in hand, remounted and galloped back to 
the course. Aided no end by a series of 
broken fences, Kingsbury soon caught the 
leaders, passed them, and won. 


Then there was the time Jim Piper was 
up on a horse named Reveller. In a poor 
start, Reveller took off so badly at the 
first fence that he was hung up on the 
top rail, legs waving. Though every other 
horse was more than a field ahead in a 
matter of seconds, Reveller managed to 
flop over the fence and resume running. 

One by one he doggedly overtook the 
field until at last he held a slender lead 
approaching the final fence. Piper knew 
his weary mount would never clear it, so 
he headed the dead-game Reveller into 
what he knew was the weakest panel, 
burst through the top two boards, and 
thundered home a winner. 


THE GREATEST. Some wondrous 
horses have run this race, and every re- 
newal of the Hunt Cup sparks lively debate 
among old-timers as to which winner was 
the greatest. 

Though he ran the race but once, many 
consider Billy Barton the best of all. In 
the 1926 race, he fell at the 18th fence, 
was remounted, and still managed to set 
a course record of 9:0935. Two years later 
he was shipped abroad and finished sec- 
ond in England’s Grand National. 

Billy Barton’s Hunt Cup record was 
broken in 1938 by Blockade, a son of 
Man o° War and the first horse to win 
the race three consecutive years. Block- 
ade, who was trained by Janon Fisher, 
made his first Hunt Cup start at the age 
of nine and finished in 8:44. When he

tinctions: A course record which. still 
stands, permanent possession of the chal- 
lenge trophy for his owner, and the honor 
of being the first horse in 47 runnings to 
win three straight renewals. 

Blockade was set to compete at Aintree 
when the war came along, and he was 
later killed while racing in Virginia. 

The only other winner of three in a 
row was Winton, and there is no doubt 
that he could run and jump with the best 
in Hunt Cup history. His owner, Stuart 
Janney, a Baltimore lawyer and former 
chairman of the Maryland State Racing 
Commission, first rode him to victory in 
1942. For three war years, the best steeple- 
chasing years of his life. Winton was turn- 
ed out while his owner served as a Marine 
captain in the Pacific. 

When Janney came home in 1946, he 
got his 12-year-old horse back into racing 
condition and won the Hunt Cup, repeat- 
ing this performance in 1947. Janney, who 
now, like Winton, is retired from compe- 
tition, still hunts his grand old_ horse, 
which never once fell in his entire racing 
career. 

Winton. like Blockade, never raced on 
the flat. He was trained by Maryland’s 
greatest gentleman rider, the late Jervis 
Spencer, who won five of the 20 Hunt 
Cup races in which he rode.

The 
interesting part of this isn’t that the two 
checks disagreed; it’s the fact that the 
Commission had to know where the local 
books were before it could check on them. 
and that though it is a sort of law enforce- 
ment body. or at least has a vague legal 
standing. it just checked, and made no 
attempt to have them closed. A newspaper 
is naturally under no obligation to run 
to the police when it finds a book; I should 
think that a racing commission is. But this 
is a peculiar commission, and I don’t know 
quite what it is. 


The discussion stirred up comment from 
such dissimilar sources as Walter Win- 
chell and the Wall Street Journal—an un- 
usual parlay if I ever saw one.

Efficient Equine Euthanasia 


One of the major problems of a track 
veterinarian has been the practical. yet hu- 
mane. destruction (euthanasia) of horses. 


Siryehnine has been used) with fairly 
regular results. although its action can 
hardly be labeled entirely uniform. Also. 
there is no question that the animal en- 
dures a great amount of pain before final- 
ly expiring. The animal’s mind is clear. 
and hence he is very much aware of the 
toxic processes taking place prior to death. 


\ gun properly used is an effective way 
of destroying a horse: however. it is not 
without its drawbacks. Too often the re- 
sults are catastrophic. especially the 
man with the gun doesn’t know where to 
direct the merey bullet. Also. there is an 
adverse psychological effect on people 
within earshot of the act. This effect is 
especially great if the animal is destroyed 
on the track, in full view of the cash 
customers. Some of them may never come 
back. Ifa horse is shot in the stable area 
there is also the danger of exciting other 
horses in the vicinity, sometimes with dis- 
astrous results. 


Several other agents and means have 
been employed with varying degrees of 
success, but for one reason or another 
they fail to measure up to the efficacy of 
arelatively new product on the market. 

This drug (Lethol, made by the Pitman- 
Moore Company) seems to be the answer 
to the whole perplexing problem. Lethol 
is a highly lethal barbiturate solution for 
intravenous administration which produces 
death uniformly and humanely. It is out- 
standingly satisfactory for the speedy and 
certain) administration of euthanasia to 
any animal that is to be humanely destroy- 
ed. The animal receives a toxic dose of 
powerful anesthetic drugs which produce 
rapid collapse without pain or convulsions. 
For these reasons it is definitely to be 
preferred over other commonly used drugs. 
such as strychnine and the like. 

When Lethol is administered to a horse. 
the veterinarian has ample time to com- 
plete the injection and remove the needle 
from the vein before the animal collapses. 
since the time interval between completion 
of the injection and collapse is approxi- 
mately 15 seconds. There is a uniform 
toxic effect on the heart. In an occasional 
animal there may be respiratory gasps aft- 
er complete cessation of heart action. This 
phenomenon is due to stimulation of the 
respiratery center by carbon dioxide 
whieh has accumulated in the bloodstream. 
Death is complete in two minutes or less 
following collapse. 


Inasmuch as this is a highly poisonous 
drug, its administration and the computa-

tion of the dosage should be left strictly to 
the attending veterinarian. 

It is the hope of this writer that such 
products as the one mentioned will result 
in the scrapping of less humane methods 
of euthanasia. A humane and merciful 
death is the one decent thing we can give 
a courageous Thoroughbred which has run 
his last race.

He attained a slight Jead at the six- 
furlong mark, and for an instant gave way to Larry 
MacPhail’s General Staff. But the MacPhail horse's 
lead was short-lived: he tired and finished eighth. 
Meanwhile. Timely Reward, which had been outrun 
in the early part of the race, closed on the outside 
and missed catching the leader by a_ neck. 

The winner’s time of 1:5145 for the 14% miles 
was 3% seconds slower than Coaltown’s record, set 
on St. Valentine’s Day. 1949. Under the conditions 
of the Flamingo, winners of the most money carried 
the highest weight. By this seale. Yildiz received 
weight from Gray Matter, Count Turf.

Cirele Farm for $5,000 in a claiming race at 
Saratoga last August. Blue Cirele Farm kept the 
colt about a month and then turned him over to 
Thomas G. May. his present owner. In November. 
Whirling Bat was third behind Bold and Bob Con- 
sidine in the Endurance Handicap, but was unable 
to rate a berth on the Experimental Free Handicap. 
All told, he won four races and earned $9,965 
in 1950. 

This year he was second to Dydamic in a Fair 
Grounds allowance race in his first start. In his see- 
ond race he won by six lengths at 1,4; miles. He 
won twe more races at 1,\; miles before coming out 
for the Louisiana Derby, a race whose most illus- 
trious winner was Black Gold, winner of the 1924 
Kentucky Derby. 

A field of eight went to the post in the 1951 
Louisiana Derby. The favorite was C. C. Tanner's 
Light Broom, which had scored decisively in his 
only two previous starts. However. the son of *Am- 
brose Light tired after setting the pace for six 
furlongs. and gave way to Whirling Bat. which had 
heen outdistanced in the early part of the race.

Blue Revoke won his first start. as did Jet Mas- 
ter, winner of the second division of the Hialeah 
Juvenile Stakes, but Blue Revoke’s first was in a 
race in which he was entered to be claimed for 
$8.000. However, he was not claimed. This was on 
February 15, and his only start before scoring his 
surprise win in the first section of the Juvenile. This 
year marked the second in succession that large 
fields have made it necessary to run the Juvenile 
Stakes in two sections: it was the fourth time since 
the inaugural running of the race in 1933.

STUD NEWS 


Conservationists 


Talk to Managers 


H. K. Gayle, State conservationist, and 
W. W. Carpenter, soil scientist, both of 
the U. S. Soil Conservation office at Lex- 
ington, addressed the Thoroughbred Farm 
Manager's Club at its regular meeting on 
March 5, at Lexington. There were about 
40 members present at the meeting. 

The two speakers outlined the job of the 
U. S. Soil Conservation Service, emphasiz- 
ing the relation of the agency to the Thor- 
oughbred farm owner and breeder. 

Mr. Gayle, the first speaker, stated that 
horse farm managers and owners should 
be especially interested in good conserva- 
tion practice for one general reason, if 
none other: A horse is only as good as the 
food he eats, and the food he consumes is 
no better than the land that produces it. 
It is the land which concerns us, he said. 


Both men compared the conservation 
service work to a sort of clinic in which 
the ailments of the soil are determined and 
eliminated by scientific practice. The du- 
ties of the USSCS are like a medical clin- 
ic. in that the studies are divided into parts: 
(1) It tries to make a scientific inventory 
of the piece of land involved. The study 
is of each field, and each section of a field 
where a different soil is located. (2) It 
recommends the proper treatment for the 
soil. Tf the field is marshy. tiling might 
be suggested; if it is eroded, terracing 
(3) On-the-land in- 
spection is made from time to time to see 
if the treatment is working, or if further 
treatment is advisable. 

The USSCS differs from other govern- 
ment soil improvement services in that it 
analyzes only the physical properties of 
the soil. Items like trace minerals, lime, 
etc., do not concern it except to the extent 
which their absence or presence affects 
the over-all condition of the soil. 


One of the big problems of the USSCS 
was to decide on a standard method of soil 
evaluation. In the early days of the agen- 
cv there were soine 8.000 different soils in 
the U. S.. 350 in Kentucky alone. Many 
of the types overlapped. and varied ac- 
cording to evaluation in different localities. 
A simple method finally derived is known 
as the land capability system. 


might be prescribed. 


By this system. soils are divided into 
eight classes. four of them tillable and four 
untillable. The best soil is known as No. 
| capability. Tf something minor is wrong, 
such as a slope conducive to erosion, the 
same piece of land may be classified as 
No. 2 capability. Or if something especial- 
ly serious is amiss, such as an extremely 


steep slope, etc., the same soil may he 
graded far down the scale, possibly No. 5 
or No. 6. 

Mr. Gayle summarized the speeches by 
stating that one of the main purposes of 
the program is to determine before a crop 
is planted if the field can support that 
crop profitably, whether it is horses or 
some other crop. If there is something that 
can be done for the field. the USSCS 
agents tell the owner what he can do in 
the line of physical improvement. If there 
is nothing to be done, they show him why 
he would be better off raising that particu- 
lar crop in some other field. 

Any farm owner can get soil conserya- 
tion service for his farm if he will com- 
municate with the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service in his area. If he does 
not know in which town it is located, the 
office is usually found in the same town 
with the State university. or land grant 
In Fayette County, Ky., farm 
owners may address their inquiries to any 
of the following conservation supervisors 
FE.

was a clean and careful jumper and could 
take care of himself in any tight situation, 
He could “stand back” (that is, take off) 
an incredible distance from the fence, 
Frequently. it was sooner than the oppo- 
sition expected. with the result that many 
another horse, pounding along beside Win- 
ton, was thrown off stride in hurrying his 
takeoff, and plastered the fence as Jan- 
ney’s mount sailed on. 

While it is true that horses make riders 
(and trainers), the chaps who pilet Hunt 
Cup horses must have the same qualities 
possessed by their mounts. This is no 
contest for the inept or faint-hearted. 

Though Hunt Cup riders are all ama- 
teurs, their number includes many a crack 
horseman who can do the job as well as 
any professional steeplechase jockey to 
be found between Pimlico and Saratoga. 
Keeping a rugged cross-country horse in 
hand over four miles of timber requires 
something more than just a passenger. 

The horses are given no opportunity to 
school over the Hunt Cup course, so in 
that respect they start off on even footing. 
It is customary, however, for riders to 
walk the course beforehand, and it pays 
to do so. A few years ago, one chap ap- 
proached a panel he had intended to 
jump later in the day. He found before 
it three fresh woodehuck 
overnight.

THE RIDERS. Spencer, Janney, and 
Frank (Downy) Bonsal are probably the 
best known Maryland riders because of 
their impressive log of triumphs. But for 
pure hell-for-leather spirit, it is doubtful 
that anyone will ever top a fabulous char- 
acter named Louis McLane Merryman, 
now in his sixties. 

Merryman rode the 1928 race in a 
plaster cast, fell at the 20th fence when 
12 lengths in front, remounted, and got 
his horse home third. 

Subsequently banged up so badly that 
he could not ride astride (his misadven- 
tures incuding falling off a campaign plat- 
form in Hagerstown), Merryman_ never- 
theless hunted for years—riding side- 
saddle. 

Many an owner has spent years devel- 
oping a horse for the Hunt Cup. And more 
than one has seen those years of effort 
and expense go to waste on Hunt Cup 
Day when the pride of his barn comes to 
grief and the tractor chugs out to drag 
him away. 


TRALNING. Most owners follow the 
same pattern after they’ve earmarked a 
colt as a potential timber horse. After a 
couple of years of just hacking around the 
countryside to give him the feel of rough 
going. the prospect is hunted for several 
seasons. Then when he is six or seven he 
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is introduced to spring point-to-point rac- 
ing over timber. The importance of this 
experience was tragically emphasized two 
years ago. when a game but green chestnut 
mare named Dunlora made one mistake in 
the Hunt Cup and broke her neck. The 
rider got off with a fractured collarbone. 

If the candidate is deemed ready for a 
shot at the Marvland classic at seven or 
eight. he is stilla youngster. for most Hunt 
Cup winners are nine to twelve years old. 


PINE PEP. The current hero is an 11- 
vear-old named Pine Pep. a son of Petee- 
Wrack and Red Queen. by Mad Hatter. 
Purchased for the proverbial “ham = sand- 
wich” at a Marvland sale. the handsome 
chestnut gelding is not a particularly fast 
horse. but he fenees cleanly and with reso- 
jution. This vear he will go gunning for 
his third straight Hunt Cup vietory. and 
probably will be ridden by Mike Smith- 
wick again. Smithwick is the finest ama- 
teur rider in the Free State today and is 
the youngest brother of Paddy Smithwick. 
professional steeplechase jockey. 


PAGEANTRY. The Hunt Cup scene is 
one of varied sights brilliant) colors. 
The crowd. which begins to assemble on 
the hillside several hours before the race. 
is a mixed but knowing one. Grooms. gov- 
ernment officials. Baltimore row-house 
dwellers. dirt farmers. and pillars of val- 
ley society intermingle. 

Tension mounts as race time nears, and 
by the time the first horse is led over the 
hill. many on the hillside have attained a 
high piteh of excitement. possibly nurtured 
by the contents drained from a picnic jug. 

One by one the candidates troop over 
the hill. their checkered coolers dancing as 
they mince along toward the paddock. The 
judges begin to take their places on the 
ancient haywagon which is their tradition- 
al stand. Outside the paddock. the bookies 
are scrawling their prices on small black- 
boards. The county police. at least: while 
the politieal heat is off. don’t bother the 
hooks. except occasionally to admonish one 
waving a fistful of greenbacks to “keep 
that bundle down.” 

If vou're in search of still another way 
to part with your money. one might find a 
three-card monte game in progress. Step 
right up. chum. 

Into the paddock the horses are led. 
each holding his head high and surveying 
the crowd with characteristic inquisitive- 
ness of the Thoroughbred. Most of the 
horses just stand shivering with quiet. ex- 


| citement as they are saddled. for they are

veteran leppers. and they know what is to 
come. 


One looks them over nervously and won- 
ders: Will the Pale Horse run with the 
field today? 

At last a pink-coated rider raises a hunt- 
ing horn and sounds the call to the post.

NEW STARTING TAPE 
Steeplechases and hunt races held this 
year under the auspices of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association will be 
started by means of electric tape 
stretched across the starting line.
